TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
TORRINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  area. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  population 
was  7,320  as  compared  with  7,300  for  the  previous  year.  The  total 
number  of  births  fell  from  90  to  79  and  deaths  increased  from  82 
to  85. 

It  is  most  satisfying  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  of 
infants  under  1  year  of  age,  and  that  no  deaths  occurred  in  mothers 
due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

One  person  only  died  under  the  age  of  34  years  during  the 
year.  This  was  a  young  person  of  19  who  was  drowned. 

No  new  cases  of  lung  tuberculosis  were  reported  and  no 
deaths  occurred  from  lung  cancer. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  13  as 
compared  with  60  during  the  previous  year.

During  the  year  12  two  bedroomed  bungalows  were  completed 
and  a  further  8  were  under  construction.  The  Council  now  owns 
244  houses  and  bungalows,  and  32  garages.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


Caravans 

There  are  3  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  one  at  Winkleigh  also 
being  licensed  for  residential  use.  In  addition  there  are  a  few 

individually  sited  vans  that  have  had  planning  permission  and  been 
licensed  for  temporary  periods.  The  sites  are  frequently  inspected 
and  generally  run  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  There  are  also  three 
exempted  sites  operated  by  the  Caravan  Club  and  the  Camping  Club, 
but  these  are  little  frequented. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operates  a  fortnightly  refuse  collection  covering 
most  of  the  area  except  for  a  few  isolated  farms  and  cottages.  The 
vehicle  used  is  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper  which  was 
purchased  during  the  year  and  is  manned  by  two  collector-drivers. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  three  tips  at  the  moment  at  Winkleigh, 
Shebbear  and  Roborough.  The  vehicle  also  collects  the  refuse  from 
litter  bins  in  the  villages  and  on  road-side  lay-bys. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  villages  of  Winkleigh,  Shebbear,  Sheepwash,  Taddiport, 
St.  Giles-in-the-Wood,  Kingscott,  Roborough,  Petrockstowe, 
Merton,  Yarnscombe,  Stibb  Cross,  Little  Torrington,  Ashreigney, 
Hollacombe  and  Weare  Giffard  are  now  equipped  with  modern 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems.  Work  is  soon  to  commence 
at  Dolton.  Other  villages  requiring  schemes  to  complete  the  Council’s 
programme  are  High  Bickington,  Beaford,  Langtree,  Riddlecombe 
and  Frithelstock. 

These  villages  have  primitive  sewage  systems  which  are  very 
unsatisfactory  and  give  rise  to  frequent  nuisances.  Nuisance  is  also 
frequently  caused  by  individual  unsatisfactory  septic  tank  effluent 
disposal  and  crude  discharges.  Progress  is  still  much  too  slow  and  a 
greater  priority  ought  to  be  given  to  such  vital  matters. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  area  is  very  well  served  by  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board  via  a  network  of  mains  and  all  villages  and  hamlets  are 
supplied.  Only  remiOte  dwellings  now  rely  on  shallow  wells  for  a 
supply.

The  water  is  treated  at  the  source  to  counteract  plumbo- 
solvency.  Samples  of  the  water  are  frequently  taken  by  the  Board’s 
officials  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  and  the 
results  are  notified  to  the  Department. 

37  Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies  of  which 
12  were  found  to  be  completely  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  supply  where  a  mains  supply  was  available,  connection  was 
made;  but  in  many  cases  of  isolated  premises  the  owner/occupier  was 
advised  to  fit  filtration  plant  or  to  boil  all  water  before  drinking. 

1  Sample  taken  from  mains  supply  following  complaint  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  total  of  50  visits  were  made  by  the  Departments  connection 
with  water  sampling.
